Little Wonder That Volun- 
teers Did Not Re-Enlist. 


REGIMENTS ARE SKELETONS. | 


TWENTY-FIVE PER CENT OF THE 
MEN ARE UNFIT FOR DUTY. 


Soldiers Are Willing to Fight, but Are 
Tired of Battling and Marching 
Without Bringing About 
Beneficial Results.

HONG KONG, British China, July 13.— 
The American volunteers in the Philippine 
Islands are sick of Gen. Otis’ sad misman- 
agement. ' 

Thoroughly disheartened by their. ex- 
periences in the desultory campaign against 
Aguinaldo, they are not responding with 
any degree of alacrity to Maj. Bell's call 
to re-enlist. 

I learn that barely 200 volunteers have re- 
enlisted, though a considerable number of 
men who have drifted to Manila have been 
secured as recruits. 

The volunteers are still anxious to fight 
if a definite, decisive plan of campaign of 
subjugation of the natives in rebellion is 
adopted. 

But that would require heavy reinforce- 
ments and capable administrative officers, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—The Oregon 
volunteers and a detachment of the Cali- 
fornia Signal Corps have arrived here on 
the transports’ Newport and Ohio from 
Manila. : 

The soldiers sailed away from Manila 


June 14. They are overjoyed at their home- 
coming. 

On the lips of every man is the ex- 
pression, “You bet we are giad to get back 
to God’s country.’’ 

With a few exceptions the men are of 
the opinion that the Philippines are not 
worth the price we are paying for their 
possession. Officers believe that it will 
require a force of 60,000 to 100,000 men to 
take and ‘thhold the islands. 

First Lieut. Grantzmaher of Chicago 
said that 9,000 additional troops, at least, 
were needed to conquer the men. 

“The general cry when we left Manila 
was that more. men were necessary 
to bring about peace. There. were no 
prospecte of such result when we left. In 
s2 days the Oregon regiment took part in 
no jess than 27 skirmishes, and we didn't 
seem to have done anything that would 
make a lasting impression.”’ 

The following facts explain why so few 
of the volunteers re-enlisted, and why they 
were so anxious to get back to the United 
States.

HEEDS OF THES 


BISHOP MONTGOMERY’S ADDRESS 
4ST LOS ANGELES CONVENTION. 


INTERESTING PAPERS READ. 


Criticism of Present Method of Em- 
ployment and Dismissal of 
Teachers. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 13.—Despite 
the fact that much of the departmental 
work of the National Educationa] conven- 
tion is severely technical, and not of gen- 
eral interest, the atendance continues large. 
During the morning session the Rt. Rev. 
G. Montgomery, Catholic Bishop of thie 
diocese, delivered an address on the ‘‘Re- 
ligious Element in the Formation of Char- 
acter,’ that attracted attention. 

A somewhat similar line of thought. was 
traversed by Prof. 8, T. Skidmore, Phila- 


delphia Normal School, by h's paper on 
“Evolution and Ethics,’ and the theme was 
continued in the paper on ‘The Develop- 
ment of Moral Character.” read by Prof. G. 
A. Luckey, University of Nebraska. The 
session closed with a discussion on a paper 
on “The Scholar and the State,”’ contributed 
by R. F. Webster, city superintendent, San 
Francisco, 

In the department of schoo! administra-; 
tion a paper on the “Employment and D s- 
missal of Teachers,”” read by E. E: Ros- 
ling, president of the Board of Educat:on, 
Tacoma, Wash., appealed strongly to the 
assemblage. He argued against the fash- 
ion of School Boards making the lowest 
salary as the criterion in selecting teachers. 

In the science department Prof. C. N. 
Cobb of Albany, N. Y., briefly reviewed 
“Thirty Years in Scienee Teaching.”’ 

In the natural science department, Prof. 
W. W. Hastings, University of Nebraska. 
read an interesting paper on anthropometric 
studies in Nebraska, being the result of 
examination made of 200 children at Lin- 
coln and 1000 at Omaha. 

The speaker pointed out that the physi- 
eal basis of mental efficiency ts clearly dem- 
onstrated by the fact that the height, 
weight and other physical qualities of chil- 
dren of the same age correspond to school 
grades. It was urged that a child whose 
deveiopment is inferior to that of the typ - 
cal child of the same sex, age and height, 
by mvure than the calculated probable devia- 
tion, should not be allowed to pass to a 
higher grade without the provision of suit- 
able forms of exercise for the correction 
of his physical disability.

Alger’s Place Was Offered to 
Goy. Roosevelt. 


TENDER MADE BY M'KINLEY. 


THIS WAS THE PURPOSE OF LAST 
SATURDAY’S CONFERENCE. 


Notwithstanding This Fact the Present 
Secretary Goes on Serenely and 
Sees No Cause for His 
Resignation. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatca. 

NDW YORK, July 13.—Gov. Roosevelt 
was offered the portfolio of Secretary of 
War in President McKinley’s Cabinet last 
Saturday. His journey to Washington to 
see the President was about this matter. 
_The conference between Senator Platt and 
Gov. Roosevelt immediately on the return 
of Gov. Roosevelt to New York City, was 
held to talk over the situation. 

Gov. Roosevelt refused the Cabinet pos!- 
tion as soon as the President spoke of the 
subject. He was informed that Secretary 
Alger contempiated resigning. 

The facts about this offer were made 
public by a leader who has the confidence 
of Senator Platt. The Republican organiz- 
ation, too, has another candidate for Sec- 
retary Alger’s place—Gen. Francis V. 
Greene. 

Gen. Greene was asked whether he had 
yet received any official information that 
his name had been suggested to President 
McKinley. He said: 

“I beg to be excused from any discussion 
of the subject.’’ 

Gen. Greene, said, however, that Gov. 
Roosevelt would be an ideal man for Sec- 
fetary of War. 

He also said that the honor of being Sec- 
retary of War in such a time as this ought 
to be sufficient to tempt from business any 
Private citizen to whom the office might be 
offered. 

Senator Platt said: 

“There is no vacancy in the Cabinet now. 
and I cannot discuss the question of a 
successor to Gen. Alger.’’ 

Gov. Roosevelt, who is a personal friend 
of Gen. Greene, is urging his claims for the 
war portfolio in case _Gen, Alger resigns. 


PRESSURE ‘ON ALGER. 


The Administration Is Urging Its 
Literary Bureau. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—The statement 
is made here to-day that at last Saturday's 
White House conference President Mce- 
Kinley asked Gov. Roosevelt to accept the 


position of War Secretary, and the Gov- 
ernor declined. 

This information has been conveyed to 
Cen. Alger, Gut seems to have caused no 
change in his attitude. The pressure upon 
Alger to get out becomes stronger every 
day. Correspondents of Administration 
newspapers are apnceeg, ont long dispatches 
explaining how the resident does not 
Want to dismiss Alger, and how everybody 
in Washington is surprised that the Secre- 
tary does not see that be is not wanted in 
the Cabinet.

Claims That Collectors of Customs 
Evaded the Law in Appointing

NEW YORK, July 13.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage, replying to the letter of 
Secretary McAneny of the National Civil 


Service Reform League, criticising Mr. 
Gage's defense of the President's recent 
civil service order, said: 

“There is no more sincere advocate of 
the merit system than 1 am, and soon after 
roaching thie office I insisted that the col- 
lectors be urged to comply strictly with 
the law in making appointments.:In most 
cases they have accepted that instruction, 
but out of some ® covectors there are per- 
haps four or five who have maintained that 
the law confers ppon them the right to 
appoint their deputies, and the courts have 
upnhejd them. I am assured that quite 
per cent of the collectore have 
with the law. When the matter brought 
on litigation the President withdrew some 
of the offices in dispute from the operation 
of the law. It is not correct or just to say 
that the advice of the Treasury produced 
no apparent effect.’

| CARCASSES OF ANIMALS LEFT BY 
FLOOD MUST BE BURIED. 


IS NEEDED. 


Receding Waters Increase the Work 
to Be Done in the Deluged Val- 
ley of the Brazos. 


AUSTIN, Tex., July 13.—One of the prob- 
lems left to be solved after the high waters 
recede is the disposition of the carcasses 
of animals drowned in the overflow. 

Governor Sayers received several tele- 
grams from points along the Brazos bot- 
tom asking for liberal shipments of coal 
oll at once, to be used in burning the car- 

casses of the hundreds of horses and cows 
left by the receding waters. 

The dead bodies are in such a bad state 
of decomposition that they are pervading 
the atmosphere for miles with very objec- 
tionable and sicke ning odors, This condi- 
tion of affairs is reported to the Governor 
as existing all along the river bottom, and 
| ft is feared that it will take some time to 

clear away these carcasses, even by burn- 
| Some them. 

Persons returning from the flooded dis- 
trict say that conditions in the Lower Braz- 

zos bottom are awful; that the reports 
sent out have not been exaggerated, and 
| unless relief is prompt and continuous un- 
til the people are again in a position to 
help themseives, the distress wiil be fear- 
ful.

HARD AND SOFT WA/TER.—There is considerable difference tn the effec 
and soft water-on d.fferent vegetables, The addition of salt aA beg pisen ve yee 
small amount of soda softens it. The supply of water for cooking purposes is usually 
hard, and in cooking beans, peas and other leguminous vegetables no salt should be 
used, as such vegetables do not boil tenderin hard water. A I'ttle soda of an amou 
about the size of a pea to a quart of water ghould be added, and when the vegetab 
are tender they should be salted enough to make them palatable. Most root veget 
bles—onions, beets and others—boll tasteless in soft water, und salt must be added 
at the beginning of the cooking. In extracting the julces of meat for soup use soft, 
cold water. When boiling beef, where {ft is desirable to retain the juices of the meat, 
use bolling salted water. 


CREAM OF SPINACH SOUP.—It should be remembered that in making cream of 
splnaach soup no water is added to the spinach when it is put on to be cooked, I 

should be washed pate say and not drained befyre being put into the kettle. The 
water that will adhere to the leaves is sufficient moisture for its cooking, and burn- 
ing is prevented by putting it into a double buller. It should be cooked until soft

MRS, WACKERLE 7m 


20 DECLARED A SECOND TIME 
BY JUDGE HENDERSON. 


RETURNED TO THE ASYLUM. 


Any Further Attempts to Inquire Into 
Bur Sanity Discouraged—Dr. Runge 
. ays She Cannot Be Cured.

The attempt of Attorneys Auer and Rob- 
Bins to show that Mrs. Walburga Wackerle 
had been restored to sanity since she was 
declared insane by a jury in May, 1898, failed 
in the Probate Court Wednesday afternoon 

Judge Henderson ordered that she be 
rned to the City Insane Asylum. 

The court supplemented his decision by a 
declaration that, while he would not tax 
the costs of that action against the at- 
torneys who filed the information, because 

@ was convinced it was filed in good faith, 
Re would compel any person or persons, 
who might in future cause an unsuccessful 


—_—— 


and could not be considered on the second | 
inquiry. 

Dr. Runge was the first witness against 
Mrs. Wackerle. He testified that he had 
observed her closely since he received her 
at the asylum, and had discovered that 
she was afflicted with “persecution mania,’ 
which he defined to be an imagination that 
everybody was persecuting her. He de- 
clared that she complained to him that 
Mayor Ziegenhein, City Counselor Schnur- 
macher, Lester Crawford, and almost every 
other prominent public official in St. Louis 
had entered into a gigantic conspiracy 
against her to deprive her of her rights 
and money. He said she was undoubtedly 
insane, and could never be cured, though 
a stay at the asylum would make her more 
tranquil. 

Attorney Auer, on _ cross-examinatton. 
peony Dr. Runge if he had not told one of 
Mrs. Wackerle’s friends that she *“‘was only 
bothersome, not erasy.”. Dr. Runge be- 
came very indignant at the attorney’s in- 
sinuation that he had used the word 
‘crazy. ‘I never use-that word,’ ’ he said. 
“It is barred by scientific men. 

Lester Crawford, clerk of the United 
States Circuit..Court, testified that. Mrs. 
Wackerle had bothered him for a score of 
years about her “‘papers,’’ mysterious doc- 
uments about which he knew nothing. He 
said she perpetually accused him of wrong- 
ing her, although he was certain he had 
never injured her in his life. 

Adolph H. Stille,-who had known Mrs. 
Wackerle many years, testified that he be- 
lieved she was insane, and was both dan- 
gerous and incapable of managing her 
property. 

Judge Henderson delivered his decision 
without hesitation. Mrs. Wackerle became
